DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner acl<nowledges Applicant's submission on 4/1/10 including 
amendments to claims 21 , 32, 38 and the cancellation of claims 35 and 37. Claims 21 , 
23-32, 34, 38 and 40 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 21 , 23-32, 34, 38 and 40 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons 
for allowance have been previously indicated in the office action mailed 7/8/09. The 
combination of Mizoguchi, Madan and Hinson discloses tree structures with nodes and 
associated list. The prior art combination does not disclose generating an expression 
for modifying messages to a subscriber application with the expression modifying the 
message by merging data from a database into the message. This feature in 
combination with the features disclosed in the independent claims is not previously 
disclosed and is allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
